But it is Not Probable That Ho Will 
Accept the Position.

Clkvelakd.O., Jan. 11.— MaJ. McKln- 
ley attended church Sunday mornintf 
and later enjoyed a long drive. He 
will leave for Canton Monday rnorninir 
at 11 o'clock and expects to remain 
there till the first day of March 

MaJ. MoKlnley said to a friend Sun- 
day that this week would be an im- 
portant one in organizing his cab- 
inet and administration. The forma- 
tion of the cabinet hinges upon the 
salient and pivotal positions of secro. 
tary of state and secretary of the 
treasury. It is quite probable that 
both of these important cabinet port 
folios will be tendered and accepted 
by the end of the week. Senator Sher- 
man has hadsomu communieation with 
Ma} MoKlnley and he will go to Can-

much to do with Mr. Sherman's ap- 
pointment to the cabinet if he accepts 
a portfolio. Mr. Hanna haa been one 
of Mr. Sherman's most valuable 
frienda He had done a great deal for 
him in a political way, and Mr. Sher- 
man doubtless feels that he owes his 
last election to the senate in part to 
the zeal and support of Mr. Hanna. 
Their relations have been friendly 
and close for years. If Mr. Sher- 
man does not accept the offer of a 
cabinet position the way to the senate 
will remain closed to Mr. Hanna, for 
he would not contest the seat with his 
personal and political friend of long 
standing. It is rumored that Senator- 
elect Joseph H. Foraker, of Cincinnati, 
will be invited to visit Canton while 
Mr. Sherman is there. Upon the ac- 
tion of Mr. Koraker and his friends 
the senatorial aspirations of Chairman 
M. A. Hanna depend, Gov. liusuueU. 
of Ohio, will appoint Mr Sher- 
man's successor for the unex- 
pired term of two years If he 
goes into the cabinet He is a devoted 
friend and allay of Senator-eleut Kor- 
aker's and it may he that it is feiuv.1 
that ho would not appoint Mr. Hanna 
to the vacancy for the reason that 
they belong to opposite factions of the 
party and have been at odds in a po- 
litical wuy only for sevoral years. The 
impression prevails among many of the 
politicians that whilo Messrs. Foraker 
and Hushuell are thoroughly fritfndly 
to MaJ. MeKinley and desire to 
support him loyally and efficient- 
ly, they do not

Gov. Hushuell, who is ill with the grip 
at his home in Springfield. The be- 
lief is current in Ohio that unless Gov.

Events 
have marched with celerity during the 
last week, and political conditions 
are changing daily, Notwithstanding 
the fact that one week ago Senator 
( 'ill lorn sincerely believed that he could 
not accept a cabinet portfolio if it were 
offered him, he is to-day a potent pos- 
elbility. Senator Cullom is highly es- 
teemed by the president-elect and is 
considered a wiso, well-equipped, vig- 
orous man of high oharocter and 
most exoolleut training in pub- 
lie life. A good deal more Is 
likely to be heard of Senator Cul- 
lom in connection with the cabinet 
within the naxt three weeks. The 
gossip about cx-(»ov. John I). Long, of 
Massachusetts, and the cabinet seems 
to have a pretty strong basis for its 
existence. MaJ. MeKinley has been 
thinking about ex-Gov. Loatr for sev- 
eral weeks, and the visits of Senator 
Proctor evidently caused the matter to 
be thoroughly and seriously discussed. 
MaJ. MeKinley knew Gov. Long ex- 
tremely well, and has always had a 
high opinion of hla character 
and ability. Tho availability of 
Judge Nathan Goff for a cabinet 
position daily bocomes more manifest 
and If a secretary of state is chosen 
this week, and a secretary of the 
treasury the week following, Judge 
Oof! is likely to be tho next possibility 
who will become a reality. If he is a 
member of the cabinet, he will, doubt- 
less, be attorney general or secretary 
of war.

TEXAS RANGERS, 
In tho Cuban Army. Captors a Hps 

Pro, lain,, Train »nd Make a Frls. 

of the Commander of tha Escnrt. 

Kky W rst, Fla., Jan. 11. -The Texas 
rangers in the Cuban army have dis- 
tinguished themselves again by de- 
feating a much larger force, capturing 
a provision train and making a pris- 
oner of tho commander of thu Spanish 
escort. The fight took place last Fri- 
day and judging by the date of the 
letter reporting it, near Palacio, Plnar 
del Kio province. 

The detachment of .100 Spanish cav- 
alry escorting the train was halted In 
a sudden fierce fire from a hillside. It 
was too steep to charge up and the 
Spaniards replied as best they could, 
taking shelter on the opposite side ol 
the road. Hardly had thoy done this 
when they were fired on from the rear, 
the Texans, who only numbered 160, 
ambushing both sides of the road. 
The Spaniards then retreated down 
the road. The Texans thereupon came 
out from one side, despite their OzEflsra, 
and with shouts for "Cuba libre," 

When they weru well out of their 
shclder the Spaniards turned, poured 
in a hot tire and then charged. The 
"Lone Star" boys met them, snd the 
shock was torriffc. Men were un- 
horsed, horses thrown down and men 
and beasts mixed. 

The second detachment of Texans 
came up at this moment and the Span- 
iards again retreated, capturing a 
lieutenant named Stone, and placing 
him in the rear to prevent his com- 
rades tiring on them. 

The Texans, enraged at this, 
charged with such fierceness that they 
could not be withstood. The Spanish 
troops fell back in disorder and Stone

instantly surrounded by the Ameri- 
cans, put on a horse and taken from 
the field before his troops could rally 
and succor him

Popular Impatience In Spain Over the 
Failure .«o Suppress tha K. hellion In
